WASHINGTON. Jau.' 24.—There is a 


possibility that an extra session may 
be averted. A glimmer of light has at 
last made its way through the clouds 
of financial uncertainly.- A proposi- 
tion has been made upon which repub- ' 
licans and democrats, including the 
silver men, may agree. It is, in brief, 
a proposition to borrow money at 3 per 
cent, interest from time to time to 
meet any deficiency in the govern- 
ment's revenues, .the secretary of the 
treasury to have full discretion as to 
the times and amounts of the loans. 


It is a remarkable and significant 


coincidence that this plan is discussed 
favorably on.the republican, and demo- 
cratic sides simultaneously. 
Senator 


Vest, of Mississippi, will offer the bill 
at the first opportunity for the demo- 
crats, and Senator Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, will submit 
practically the 


same scheme at the next meeting of 
the senate finance committee. 
' Repre- 


sentative Walkerf of Massachusetts, 
the ranking republican on the banking 
and currency committee, has already 
introduced the bill in the house. 
. Senator Vest has been feeling his 
way cautiously with the silver men, 
and only succeeded Wednesday in ar- 
riving at a definite understanding with . 
them. He was informed that there 
was no objection to the enactmen-t of a 
law giving the secretary of the treas- 
urj- money enough to meet the current 
expenses of the government whenever 
the receipts should fall short, but that 
under'no circumstances would any loan 
be indorsed for the purpose of keeping 
up the fiction of replenishing the gold 
reserve. Mr. Vest promised that his 
bill for the.issue of certificates would 
contain a restrictive clause to this ef- 
fect. 


Senator Aldrich say's the plan re- 


sembles the plan long employed in 
Great Britain for the issue of ex- 
chequer bills. So far as he is con- 
cerned, he says he is willing to intrust 
the secretary permanently with the 
authority to borrow money whenever 
the expenditures exceed the receipts. 


The proposed plan is not currency 


legislation. It will not be of the slight- 
est assistance to the banks, and will 
not affect them in any way.
